in Andhra This is a great boon to tis and some 400 children 
of the Anglo-Indian community in Telangana have been 
benefited. At the same time, S^r, I would like to draw 
attention of the Hon. Chief Minister and the Members of 
his Cabinet to the fact that. the Christians are feeling 
themselves subjected to a lot of interference in the manage- 
m$&t of their educational institutions #nd m the practice of 
their religious education. I know that at the top level, 
Government' and Minister^ are very tolerent and generous 
'tow aTds the Christian community, but unfortunately when 
the orders are passed on to a , lower level, some subordinate 
officer interprets the orders not , in the spirit in which they 
^ere intended but tp the detriment of the management. 
Christian Mission schools all over Andhra Pradesh are now 
being subjected to a lot of interference. I shall refer to this 
later when I deal with the Education Demand but I would 
merely wish to draw ihp attention of the Government for 
greater tolerance andsympatfay to the Christian ecmmu&ity*

The second request which I have been mek.n^ T/as for 
the constitution of a Law Commission for the Sta.e and I 
find iny argument has been further strengthened no¥ by th<= 
very strong recommendation made by the Law Commission 
m their veiy valuable leport. We have, Sir, very peculiai 
circumstances in our State* In former Hyderabad State ir 
olden days we used to legislate in Persian. It was then 
followed by Urdu legislation and from 1950 onwards we 
have English and m between these three languages, we 
have the Original Act in Urdu and all amendments in Eng- 
lish and therefore this has created a lot of confusion m the 
legal field. In order to remove this anomaly and m order 
to integrate the laws of the two parts of the State, it has 
become absolutely nece-sary to constitute a Law Commis- 
sion to g;o into this question. Another thing which requires 
the constitution of this commission is that, it has also 
been found during tha 1% years that some provisions which 
we had framed before the inauguration of the Constitution 
have been found to be not in consonance with the Provi- 
sion of the Constitution. It is therefore necessary to bring 
them in accordance with the Constitution* The third equal 
and imp3rtant reason why this Law Commission is necessary 
that we find High Courts and Supreme Court sometimes 
giving decisions either declaring some provision of this Act 
ultra Vires or unfortunately unhappily worded* It is necessary* 
to keep in touch With the recent decisions and amend the 
l&Vf in order to bring that in accordance with tb$ decisions 
of the High Courts and the Supreme Court. For all theae 
reasons* Sir, I hav£ been requesting the Government to 
constitute a Law Commission and now the law Commission 
ha& recommended very strongly for the constitution of a r 
permanent Law Com mission iiot only for the Cetffcre but for 
the States in order to remove all these anomalies.

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industries which we .very richly deserve. But our demand 
Will certainly be strengthened if we cairy on the geological 

survey a»d complete it'.lt is only yesterday from the Gazette 
I found t.hat even in the Ceded Districts only 50 per oeirt of 
the area has been geologically surveyed and it was really 
gratifying to nbte that very rich minerals have been found 
in that area. I am quite confident that if similar geological 
survey is carried on and completed in Telangana as well as 
in Andhra area, we will be able to build up our case for the 
demand "of heavy industries in the Andhra State. I would 
therefore - again request the Government to give very early 
•consideration for' the; completion of the geological survey, 
It is no« necessary to' rely exclusively for that purpose on the 
Central Government. The State Government ^ also can 
establish*. some -units to expedite the work and if it is;possible- 
I do not know whether it is or not - but if it is possible to 
complete the geological survey of some important districts 
before the framing of the Third Five Year Plan. We Will be 
gaining very much thereby and not losing anything.

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The next point pertaining again to the finances of the 
Osrnania University is the constitation of the Endowment 
Fund. You are aware Sir, that ail these old Universities in 
India have their own Endowment Funds which lend « ot 
only to the stabilitv but assures the steady and continuous 
progress of the Universities. Bus unfortunately, the Osma- 
ma University has no permanent fund to fall back on. 

» 

Therefore, it is necessary to constitute an Endowment Fund 
and I request the Government to start that Endowment 
Fund with a munificient grant towards that fund. 

One thing which I want to 'bring to the notice of this 
House is the immediate requirement of the post graduates in 
the field of education. During the last few years we have 
found that We have introduced the Multi-purpose High 
Schools with diversified courses in almost all the districts, 
although they are "few, but the process .of converting the 
secondary schools either by upgrading them into higher 
secondary or converting thsm into multi-purpose high 
schools with diversified courses &a$ given rise to a demand 
for many post-graduates, in various subjects. Experience 
has shown that although in Public Administration and Poli- 
tics or languages M.Ab., are easily available* but in subjects 
like English** History, Geography and the subjects of all 
Sciences, M.As., and M*Scs.> are not available. It is there- 
fore necessary to expand the post-graduate teaching at the 
University level. I was told that, an attempt is being made, 
to take over the Nizam College by the Education Department 
and then start ^some post-graduate* training there. ^£a$I 
request the Government to drop, that idea altogether as it is 
not possible or feasible or advisible for thfc Education Depart- 
ment to get interested in the post-graduate training. On 
ihe other hand* it would ^always be advisible and in cons^o- 
nanee with the varions recommendations made by the 
Education Commissions so far that; the post-graduate tea- 
ming and jtese&rch work should be the exclusive concern of 
,th& XTifiire*sitries r Therefore, instead" ol taking over the 
W&g^x Cblleg&or any other ^ constituent collet belonging

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necessary to render sufficient help to the Os mania University 
and expand at the University Campus level the post-grad- 
uate teaching. Similarly the Evening College or some 
other colleges should be allowed to conduct post-graduate 
teaching in certain specified subjects. It is of course neces- 
sary to keep in view that wherever there are no labbratories 
or libraries sufficient enough to cater to the requirements 
of the post-graduate teaching, the M.As., or M.Scs. 5 should 
not be taught at that level. It is only m the University 
campus that the po^t-graduate education in sciences should be 
conducted with sufficient expansion* But evening college or 
even some affiliated colleges could be given the facility to 
conduct the post-graduate teaching 'in political science or 
Public Administration and such other subjects which do not 
require the heavy equipment. Similarly we find that the 
Government during the last 3 or £ years have taken over 
some of the undergraduate colleges in the "Telangana area 
and also are conducting some of the undergraduate 
Colleges in the Andhra area. One thing which I Would 
like to bring to th*e notice of the Government is the 
recommendations made by the Calcutta University 
Commission and , repeated in a stronger language 
ftf the Radhakrisbnail Commission and very recently I wish 
to bring to your, kind notice the recommendations made by 
theHarWard University also-, that it is not advisibie nor is 
it i a the interests of education that the Education Depart* 
mefrii should get interested in the higher education* They 
should cater more inthe field of secondary education^ pri- 
mary education* or pre-primary education., It fe therefore 
necessary to hand over these colleges to the University with 
th#fce«5essary grants, ffaere are some other eollege& which

The third point in this connection i< with regaid to 
the examination of P. U. C.» Intermediate and B A. What 
I find is only women candidates and the teacher candidates 
are allowed to appeal privately for Intermediate ard B A. 
With regard to P, U. G. ? there does not appear' to be any 
express or specific permission in that respect. What I 
would request is this; that in order to cater to the full 
requirements ol the candidates* as far as P U. C. in Huma- 
nity is concerned, Intermediate and B. A . in Humanities, 
Ar*s and Commerce are concerned, private non-collegiate 
students should be allowed to appear for the examination. 
It is not a new suggestion which I an making, because it , 
has already been followed even by a most conservative 
University like the Bombay Univer&ity. In ev^ry other 
University I find that the growing demand for higher edu- 
cation could not be met by the constitution of fresh colleges. 
The only way to meet that requirement is to allow non- 
collegiafce students to appear for the examination privately 
at least for the PJJ.C, Intermediate and B.A, 

Similarly, there is another difficulty which is slowly 
arising. And if it is not properly and immediately met, I am 
confident that h similar trouble Which recently h&th-axieeit

method. It will not only bring a uniform level of standard 
for these students, but it? will certainly upgrade the standard 
also Which is absolutey necessary in the fcase of multi- 
purpose high schools and P. IT, 0. I find some anamohes 
arising from this disal arragement and it is .absolutely 
necessary to remove these anomalies as early as possible.

In this connection, tho ceilings fixed foij grants-m-sud 
for private aided schools, have to be removed. These 
ceilings were fixed at a time when there was not much 
inclination td allow students to go for higher education and 
secondary schools also were not over-crowded. Now we find 
that the ceilings are working contrary to the interests of 
the aided schools, Therefor?, the ceilings fixed for grants- 
in-aid for aided schools should be removed and thus the 
natural jgrowth oi educational institutions should be- 
ensured. 1 ' , 

Another point is with regard to construction of houses 
, foy teachers—both in , the University sector and High 
Schools sector. I wotxid lay mote emphasis as far as Osmania 
University teachers are concerned feeaause 1 was told that 
there? a^e some schemes in the Qsmania University. , If;

Lastly, I wane to mention one thing with regard ot 
Primary Education* I am glad to find that nearly 69% of 
the amount has been ear-marked to expand the Primary 
Education facilities for the age-group ol 6 — 11 yeais. It 
is really interesting to^ee the phenomenal expansion of 
the budgets from 1956-57 to 1959-60 in this respect From 
Rs. 6 75 crores we have now reached a figure of Es. 15-21 
crores It is a phenomenal growth. But 1 would like to 
invite the attention of the Government to a recommendation 
madeaslongbackas 1951 by the Commission appointed by the 
Government of ladia, to suggest ways and means to Fiaance 
the Educational Budgesi, The recommendation therein 
was made that 20% of the budget should atleast T)e allotted 
for education. And now in a budget of Es. S3 or $3 crores 
roughly, if 20% are to bs allotted for educations the edu- 
cation budget should be over Rs. 16$^ crores To that 
extent we fall short of Es iy% crores. If that amount 
could be found during the course of the academic or finan* 
ciai year* I am sure to that extent the expansion and up* 
grading of education will be assured* 

The next point which I would certainly suggest is the 
internal arrangement of the educational budget. I have 
always been stating that a lion's share or a big sfaarfc should 
be allotted to the primary^ education— praticula^ly to the 
*ag£-gro&p of 6 to IX years bepause we find thattwr State iti

Let me first of all, congratulate the hon. Finance Minister 
on the production of this very good budget fcpeech. Though 
it cannot be said to be a spectacular budget, it contains very 
good provisions for some of the essential needs of develop- 
ment as well as to carry on the ordinary routine adminis- 
tration. 

I would like to make a few observations on a number 
of items in this connection, Sir When I see the conditions 
m the rural areas, I find that' while ev#n such a small coin 
a# *Kotha Pysa' has become fairly important m the bpdget 
of the ordinary rural man, how on the other hand our ex- 
penditure in the State is growing to crores and orores of 
rupees. I feel, Sir, that a time has come when proper consi- 
deration has to be given to economics in the expenditure as 
far as possible. I feel , Sir, that ordinary checks, the financial 
checks which would be necessary in giving a finals shape to 
any administrative rfteasure of ordinary expenditure or any 
development measure, are not given the consideration which 
it is necessarv to be given. In this connection* Sir* I remem- 
ber a day when for a temporary purpose an amount of 
Ms. 3000 Was asked by an adi&inistrative d$parim$nt~ the 
Agriculture Department. Ii who Jben happened to be the 
•Minister m the compbsite Madras State* after going through 
.tbostf lepers* after studying the need for t£a$ partict$&£ 
schema felt fchat Rs. 300 rathei;th$rv B$» $000/-* would swty& 
the, purpose, J t was a temporary purpose for si? m^tbs*&ii$ 
that building was ^turajly W be either deuxolithectui put tor 
AtttfUm ai&d some body* WO&14, &&?§ fc^$&t l $ n & ^ & m ®%?? 
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So, I thought that an ordinary shed should lie quite enough* 
I wrote in that file to that effect, 1 believe it was given 
effect to later on. Even today, Sir, I feel that by going 
through the various schemes, various measures of expen- 
diture, theie is good scope- a large amount of scope- for 
retrenchment* 

I found that to construct a small library hall some 
where, about R*. 30 00 have to be spent. A number of buil- 
dings for the quarters for the staff, for the police and for 
others are being built. But I find that unhappily the 
quarters that are built for low income groups, particularly 
for constables and peons are all no good. Peons partacu* 
larly, and ecmstablea also have* a lmkber of children. And 
the accommodation that is given to them reminds m%of 
the conditions— I do not know ?? chaw|s^ if they are improv* 
ed now— that once existed in Bombay. Three or. four, if 
not more-} families had to live m one room. 

(Sri P* Namsmga Rao in the Chair) 
And this, Sir* has happened because the P# W. D. want 
to build pucca buildings for all purposes. Whether the 
intention is for temporary purpose or for the life of that 
parifc^lar building to last for a long time, certain same 
st&nd^rdfc srp being adopted, I think, Sir, time" hae come 
When We have tcr revise our ideas about this. Our Prime 
Minister particularly ha* he^n qf ten reminding us as to the 
xteed for rethinking m the construetkn of tnrldirgs.

Sir, in ihm 
connection that in the rural areas, Walls built with crdm&ty 
e&?ih and not bricks and not even graijite stones, las* pro- 
bably for generations* if not for ever. Probably , our f riefcds 
m T&langan a are fairly well-acquainted with fort wePs 
tjuilt with ordinary earth lasting for generations. One such 
fort, I observed recently at GadwaL A fort wall built out 
of earth about 700 years ago is still there. I do not see, 
Sir, why We too should not adopt very cheap buildings. 
Probably, some of them should be— at any rate whose walls 
should be— built with ordinary earth, and a lot of expendi- 
ture should be saved/ This saving could be better spent in 
other respects I do not want to say much in this respect 
Bui I only appeal to the Government to consider Whether 
time has not come to see that the expenditure is not going 
up. The expenditure for persons in the rural areas is not 
going up because every pie on earth has to her seSrred aft& 
met in the shape of taxes td the State. 

Then, Sir, I would lit this connection mention how it 
is that we are not able to spend much on some of the essen- 
tial ne§ds of our country. For instance, the question of 
education is there. Inspite of the fact that We are spending 
, about Rs, 15 crores of the State Revenues on Education* 
the need for increased expenditure is there. Our Constitu- 
tion has laid down that before long* we have to introduce 
free and compulsory primary education in the State. J3ow 
a*e we going to meet this Jarge amount of expenditure, 
wjbieh I consider ijs necessary and essential ?

They need their help at least 
for some time in the day. Agricultural operations cannot 
be carried on Without the help of these children atleast for 
some time in a day, So 5 1 suggest that instead of keeping 
these children fcr five or six houis m the day, they should 
be kept m that school for three- hours in one shift and 
another batch of children m another shift of another three 
hours. The result would be that our expenditure on elementary 
education is cut down to half. On Buildings, equipment, 
teachers and expenditure on every item is cut down to half. 
Let us see the other aspect whether by adopting such a 
method* educational, needs of the people would suffer. I do 
#01 believe so, What isthegpod of keeping these little 
children for six hours continuously in that school? They are 
not going to iearn* Their brain is not in a position to 
learn things continuously for six 'hours. A good teaching 
for two or three hours will serve the purpose much better 
than keeping these children for six hours in that school. 
Today, we have a number of elementary schools where there 
,1s only one teacher, and $$me times two teachers. One 
teacher to teach for five or six hours to four or five classes 
at the same time is almost impossible. Instead of teaching 
all the children for 5 or 6 hours, if tlie teachers arrange two 
shifts, one in the morning and one in the evening of 3 
houite duration each, that would certainly add to the effi- 
ciency of the teaching. I would request the Government 
to give tl^eir serious consideration to this matter* 

Another important matter on which 1 am very keen is 
the road t transport system* I am glad to see that in the 
course t>? a, ^ear nationalisation of Passenger road transport 
will ha^lbeen introduced in three districts of Andtaa area^ , 
raift using, t^e term *AVidh*a $rea* heeaw^ ihe, words -

I am also aware that certain private- 
owners are making huge profits while others are not making 
any profits; u is not because the latter are inefficient, but 
the former have the good fortune of getting a very good 
routes and timings. It is on account of this aspect also that 
road transpoit should be taken over by the State or by one 
corporation and the disparities in the incomes, of the people 
would then really go, I have also a doubt whether all the 
private-owners or most of them are paying income-tax and 
dther taxes properly* It is some times known that two sets 
qf accounts are kept and two sets of ticket books maintained 
for the purpose of evading tax, Nationalisation of road 
transport is a step in the right direction for increasing the 
finances of the Govrenment which should in turn help the 
Government in maintaining the roads in a fit condition. 
Therefore, as a source of additional revenue to the State, the 
Government should extend nationalisation of road transport 
throughout the whole State as early as possible. Fortunately, 
under the conditions then" existing the Hyderabad Govern- 
ment was in a position -to ru$ State transport thronghout 
; the whole State. Likewise, Bombay State also is running its 
own transport throughout th^ State, and I do not see why 
' we* who hfcye contemplated p^bhir*transport long time back 
, in the composite Madras State, should lag. befaipd. Our 
c progress in this regard is too slow in this $pntnik age,

Tb&e are a number of othor matters on which I would 
really wish to speak. But I will raise tbe topics at the 
appropriate time when the Demands are taken up.
